N the Name and Power of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt we deny 
all Popery, and the Popes Supremacy that holds up Papery, 
for al] chings is to be done m the Neme of the Lord 
Feſus Chrift, as the Apoſtle faith, who is King of Kings 
and Lord of Lords, who hath all Power in H:aven end 

Earth given unto him; fo i the Name of him, Chriſt Jeſus who 
is riſen from the dead, who fits on the right hand of God, who 
is the Judge of the World, we deny all the Popes inventions, * 

In the Name of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt we deny all their 
Rails, their Altars, their Croſſes, their Crucifixes, their Images, 
their Piiures, their Repreſentations, their Purgatory that they 
have invented, we deny all their Nuxneries, and their viſiting 
Graves, and Tombs, and Sepulchres, and praying for the dead, and 
to the dead, 

And in the Name of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt we deny all their 
Ordinations of Miniſters, Biſhops and Cardinals, who are not made 
as they were in the Apoftics dayes, who makes them by Oaths, 
lo did not the Apoltles, ſo in the Name of the Lord Feſus Chriſt 
we deny them all, 

And in the Nameand Power of the Lord Jeſus Chrit, we deny 
all ſwearing, (of all forts whatſoever) who commands to ſwear 
noi.ar all, Math,., who hath all Power in Heaven and in Earch 
given to him, and they that have commanded ta (wear have 
veen lince the dayes of the Apoftles, and the dayes of his-fl: h, 
they are out-of his Power, 

And in the Name of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt we deny all their 
obſerving of dayes, and times, and oblerving of weats and drinks, 
and their Commandements to abitain from the ſame, becauſe 
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we perfe&ly know it 18 a Jofrine of Devils, and all their ſeye. 
ral Orders, and ſeveral kinds-of Habits, diftinguilhing their 
ſeveral Orders, and all their Orders of Beggars, their begging 
Friers and Prieſts that tolerate begging by = Law. 

And in the Name of the Lord Jeſus Chrift, we deny alltheir 
marrying with Rings, and ſprink/ing Children with the ſign of the 
Croſſe, and bowing to Croſſes, and bowing before Images, and Altars, 
and all their Faſt; for debate and ſtrife, their Faroe with the fijts 
of wick:dneſſe, which breaks not the bonds of iniquity. 

And in the Name of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt we deny all their 
old Maſſe-bouſes, which they call Churches, and their Idols, and 
Images there ſet up, and their hollowing pieces of grovud which 
they make grave-yards on. | 

Andin the Name of the Lord Jeſus Chrift wedeny all their 
Colledges, and their Univerſities in which they make Minifters, 
by Tongues, Arts, and Schools, contrary to the Apoſtles, who 
were not made of man, nor by man. 

And in the Name of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt we deny giving 
or receiving of Tythes, the tenths of mens Eſtates, which they 
do that be ſeparated from them who be apvſtatized from the 
Apoſtles, who denyed the Jews Prieſt-hood and the Law thay 
made them, Heb. 7. And the Apoftles went freely forth with- 
out bag or (crip. 

And in the Name of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt we deny all their 
compelling maintenance of people,and forcing it from them,and 
we deny all cheir perſecucing about Church, and Religion, and 
Miniſtry, and all their carnal weapms which they wreſtle with. 
fleſh and bloud withall,and deſtroys mens lives abour Church». 
worſhip and Religion. 1 ks 

_ in the Name of theLord Jeſus Chriſt we deny all this, 
and the Popes Supremacy of it, to be contrary to the Apoftles, 
whoſe weapons wereſpjritual and not carnal, and they coveted. 
no mans flver nor gold, but did all things in bouney andlove 
concerning Church- worſhip, Maintenances, and Religion. 

And in the Name of the Lord Jefus Chriſt we deny all cheir 
Organs, Pipes, Whiſtles, ſinging-boys, ſinging of prayers, Mattehs, 
praying by beads, and all their lying propheſies, and going on pro- 
ſeſoning, and their white ſleeves, Surpluſſes, Tippets, Hoods, Caps, 
red Gowns, Mitres, and the Cardinals Cap, and Popes treble Crown, 
Excommunications, Curing, with Bl, Bok, and Candle, for the 
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Scripture ſaith, bleſſe and curſe not, and his holy water; we 
deny kiſſing his feet, and all his pardons to be of no effe&. 

And in the Name of the Lord Jeſus Chrift we deny all this, 
and the Popes Supremacy of it, knowing it is got up fince the 
Apoſtles dayes, and is not found in the Scriptures of Truth, 

And im the Name of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt we deny all theix 
Inquifitions, and Kacks, and doing penance, and all their Hea» 
theniſh Traditions, w1ſiting the ſepulchres of the dead, knowing all 
theſe things are contrary to the Scriptures; the Angel ſaid un- 
to the Woman, why ſeek ye the living among the dead ? 

Andin the Nawe of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt we deny the Do- 
firine of ſuch that ſayes Bread and Vine after Conſecration is 
the real Body and Blond of Chriſt, that it's Chrift, knowing this 
is contrary to the Scriptures, that ſaith, concerning Bread 
and the fruit of the Vine, that's to be taken in remembrance 

of him, to ſhew forth the Lords death until he come. 

And inthe Name of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt we deny all ceach- 
ing for money, and marrying for money, and pardons for money, and 
ſprinkling Infants for money, and burying of the dead for money, and 
the Popes Supremacy of _ we deny, knowing it to be contrary 
tothe Scriptures, and the Apoſtles Do&rine, where all chings 
were to be done in bounty and love, and this Do&rint we 
own ofthe Apoſtles, which was before the Papiſts and the Popes 
Supremacy of theſe things, and our Allegiance to all men is to 
have all men in Eſteem, and to hurt no mans perſon upon the 
Earth, but to do unto all men as we would have them do unto 
us, and. to love Enemies, and love the Brother-hood, and 
keep Brotherly fellowſhip, which is in the Spirit, and is in the 
Power of God, andis in the Light Chriſt Jeſus, which keeps us 

out of darkneſs, and over it, inCovenant with God, and unity 
one with another. 

And weare of that Principle and mind to hurt no man up= 
on Earth, but todo good to all, but eſpecially co chem of che 
houſhold of Faith, and to do all things in bounty and love, 
that overcomes the evil thar fulfills the Law, and love doth 
notenvy, nor doth not commit adultery, nos 1ye, nor fteal, 
nor murther, nor covet, nor commir idolatry; theſe are the 
fruits of love, for love thinks no evil, nor envies rot, in that 
2ur Religion is pure from above, bur where the Tongues are 
. liberty their Religion is vain, and our wiſdom is pure _ 

above, 
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above, which is gentle and eafic to be intreated, not hurtful 
nor dcſtru&ive, but is to the preſerving ot the whole Grearionz 
And our Goſpel and our Creſſe of Chrift is rhe power of Go/, 
and our Religion is pure from above, that 1s, co viltt the F. 
therl:iſc, ana Widows, and Srrangers, and this is above that 
whichis below, which is vain, and to keep our {elves unſported 
frum the world; where Fatherleflc, and Stranger, and Widow 
is-noc vitited, nor the Priſons, whereby fo many Bzggars, and 
Fatherlefſc, and Widows are neglt rd in the world, their Re. 
ligion is vain, and our Churchis in God the Father of our Lord 
Jefus Chriſt, i Th-#.1.1. - 

And our weapuns are ſpiritval and not carnal, yet mighty 
through God, co the pulling down of the ſtrong holds of Sa- 
can, our ſhield is our faith, by which we have viQtary over all 
that which ſeparates from God, and our ſword is the werd of 
G2d, and our Baptijmis that of the Spirit, which plungeth down 
all corruprticn that hath been gor up unce the trantgr:flion, 
which Spirit brings into one body out of the many, into one 
mind, one . judgement, one foul, one heart, one faith, one 
Mediator, one Lord over all, and by whom are all things, 
and brings into one way of Life, one Truth, one Faith, and 
brings to drink into one Spirit, by which we are all baptized 
inco one body, of which the body all drink, which brings into 
one wildom, one knowledge, one uinderſtanding, the wiſdom 
by which all chings were made and created, with which we 
muſt be ordered and direCed in all chings to Gods glory; and 
the knowledge, which is to know God, is Life Ecernal, and an 
underſtanding which gives us to put a difference becween the 
Precious and the vile, and this is above all the knowledge and 
underſtanding which muſt periſh, and be confounded, and 
brought tonought, which we ſee, glory to the Lord for ever, that 
lives {or ever, 

And our Religion, Church, and Worſhip, isnot by forcing with 
carnal weapons but by love, knowing thar Chriſt loved us firſt, 
of whole body we are, whois our Head, who hath all Power in 
Heaven and in Earth given him, which came nor to deftroy 
mens lives, bac co ſave them), as all the apoſtacized worſhippers 
have done in Chriſtendom. 

And our Miniſters are not made of man, nor by man, but by 
the grace of God which. is free, and his gitrs which are perfe&, 


by 
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by which we minifter one & another, by whick the body is edi--- 

fed, and the Saints perfeQed, and our worſhip is in the Spirit, 

thac mortifies {in and corruprion, and in the Truth, which, 

the Devil is out of, and his worſhip, and all the will- worſhip- 

pers, in thar do we worſhip God, the God of all Truth. 

And we tremble at the word of God, by which all chings was 
made and created, (o we work out our lalvation with fear and 
tremling, and we that fear God (peak often one co another, 
and unto us the-Lord hath hearkned, and heard, and we forſake 
not the Aﬀdembling of our {elves together, as the manner of ſome: 
is, but edifies one another ſo much the more as the /ight dorh 
approach, and we build up one another in our moſt holy faith, 
praying in the holy Ghoſt, keeping our ſelves in the love of 
God, ſinging in the Spirit, having no confidence in the fleſh, nor 
inthe arm thereof, bur truſt in the Arm of the mighty God, 
which doth the valiant ads which brings Salvation, in whick 
Arm we are carried, 1n which we leap, skip, ſing, and rejoyce,and 
trimph in glory, knowing the King of the fame, who hath all 
Power in Heaven and in Earth given unto-him, and among us 
his ſhout is, and this King /ightethevery man that co-neth inw 
the world, that all men through him mighe believe, and be- 
come his Subj: &>, but they that hace the Light and believe nor 
mit, and will not come to 1t, becauſe it will reprove them and 
manifeſt their evil deecs, the Light is their Condemnation 
bue chey that love che Lighr and are Chriſts ſubje&s with the 
Light, they may fee whether their deeds be wrought in God, 
nd their deeds that are wrought in God are in peace, and 
vhere everlaſting Righteoutnefſe is,þbrought in and cometorth,, 
they have their fruits unto holinefle, and. their end is ever- 
ſting Life, | 

And we are riot of that Eirth-that is born of the fl:zſh, that 
vill perſecute him that is born of-the Spirit, and our back, 
hair, and cheek hath bren alwzies ready to the ſmiter, who 
tave been perſecuted and killed ail the day long, and yer have 
never reſitied, who denyes all perlecurers and- plotters that 


'wonld murcher and 4: ftroy mens lives, bur Chriſt cameinor to 


this end; and Bur ſworas are broken into. plow-ſhares, and ſpears 
Eto proningebs ks, and.we cannot !rarn war ary more with the 
crmal ſwirdy ro Vit up tword again Nations; whole weapons 
and iwords iS ipiricual, not carita), bur warring wich the Devil 
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#nd his wor:s, (aving and preſerving the Creatures, and la. 
ving all the Greacion of God,obeying Chriſts commands, who 
ſaid, love Enemies, and this is according to the Love of God, 
who gave his Son a light into the world, who lightech every 
man that cometh inco the world, that whoſoever believeth in 
him ſhould not periſh, but have everlaſting Lifez but who ha- 
teth the Light and loveth Darkneſle rather then the Light, he 
is condemned already. 

And ſuch are they that receive not Gods Meſſengers, and 
E mbaſſadors, nor their Saviour Chriſt, the Covenant of 
Light, Life and Power with God, in which Covenant, we 
have unity one with another; and our honour is from above 
which we ſeek, and the other honour is below, which God 
layech in the duſt;and we cannot reſpe& perſons, which if we 
do,we are convinced of the law of God as Tranſgreffors ; And 
the higher Powers we own, which goes over all (in & unighteouſ- 
nefie, and Tranſgreſſion, and che Devil the author of it, co 
which higher Power, our ſouls are ſubje& co for Conſcience 
ſake, which is for the praiſe of them that do well.

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Orde-ai did not deny the higher Power, becauſe he could 

not bow in the Kings Courc to Haman, chough it were 

the Kings command, and though it was in danger of de- 

troying all the Fews, it being a point of Mordecai's Religion, 
et Mordecai owned civil Government, 

And likewiſe Danie!, and the three Children, did not deny 
che bigher Power, who could not bow to Nebuchadnazar, when 
the mufick ſounded, though for it, they muſt be caſt into che 
fierie Furnace, by the fury of Nebuchadnazar, and this was 
a point of cheir Religion; And Dante! could not give over 

raying, though he was commanded by the King, who would 
avelimited the Spirit of God, that Prayers and Supplicati- 
ons, ſhould not be powred forth to him, which A&ion and 
Pra&ice of Dantzels, that he did, was concerning his Religion, 
and in relation to God, whom he was to ſerve and wor- 
ſhip, which Daniel! was not againſt, the civil Government os 
civi 
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the ſpirit, and mzking ſupplication to God, but he 
would go tothe Loyns Den, rather then obey the Kings 
command, 

And the Lord God maniftſted his power unto D a- 
riel, and upon tke three Children, and alſo upon the 
contrary , which perſwaded the King againſt them ; 
Therefore a King 15 not to heatken co Counſellors a+ 
gainſt chem that worſhip God, for to God they are as 
der as the Apple of his Eye; For as the Scripture faith, 
ronch net mine Anointed, and do my Prophets no harm, this is 
Gods command. 

Cain kild his brother about Sacrifice and Worſhip, 
Abels being accepted, and Cains not ; and he was the firſt 
Murtherer, Perſecutor, and Killer abour Religion up- 
on Earth ; Therefore the Apcitle warned the Saints a» 
gainft (ſuch as goes in Ceins way, and exhorrts the Saints 
cokeep in the love of God, and build up one another 
in themoſt holy Faith, and pray in the holy Spirit. 

But Cain, N:buchadnazar, and Haman was full of Fury, 
Envy, and Wrath, that perſecuted the Righteous people 
of God, that kept their integrity and their obedience 
to God, with whom they were accepted; which condi- 
tions of each people are recorded for example, and for 
learning the gcod, and ſhunning the evil, and the way 
of the wicked. 

Aad the Apoſtle ſaith, he that is born of the Fleſh, per- 


ſecutes him that is born of the Spirit; Now every man is to 


read his birth, and what birth he is of, and his own 


pratice and meaſure, and try himſelf what ftate he isin. 
For this is the Law and Prophets, to doto every man and 
every one, as they would have them to do to them; ſo they 
would have others have their liberty; If they would 
have their liberty in matters belonging to the Worſhip of 
their God, and «Il profeſſing tn! Nome of Chrift J-tus, 
they cannot but let others have hber'7, if they have ir 
themſelves, or elſe they do not as they would be done 
by , and they do not to ethers as they would have 
others 
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civil Peace ; though he could nor yield to the command 
of the King in forbearing praying, and quenching 
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others do to them, if they were in power and authori. 
ty as others Were. ; 

And the Apoftles are not to quench the Spirit, nor to li- 
mit the holy One, if they meet to worſhip God on Hills, 
or Markets, or High-wayes, or Hedges, or Houſes, or 
Houle cops, or any other place, which prattice was not 
oppoled among the Apoſties, who were nottied up toany 
one place ; for God created Heaven and Earth, which is 
the God of all ipirics, who hath the breath of all man- 
kind and theirf{ouis in his hand. | 

Therefore they and you that would Rop peopie from 
meeting in Hig"-waies, or Hedges, or Houles, or upon 
Mountains, or from ſpeaking the Truth as the Apo- 
ſtles did in Markets, againit lia, what would you have 
done againſt the Apoſtles, if you had been Rulers in 
their daies , would you not have ſtopped them from 
ſpeaking the Truth ? And ſuff:rred none but the chick 
Prieſts . co . have ſpoken, and not the Avfſtles, 
- who . meet in Foules, Markets, and other places, 
who were in a univerſal Power, and Spirit, and W:iJom, 
and declared the everlaſting Goſpel, by waich l:fe and 
Immortality came to light, 

And did not the Prophets warn the Prieſts both of 
their oppreſflion, and coveteouſneſſe, .and their Heuds, 
and Rulers, and Kings, of their {in and tranſgreſſion; 
was not their portion many times among ſuch as they 
warned perſecution? And not great benefices ; Now if 
theſe had. been ſtopped from Warning and Preaching 
wholly, or if. they had not ſpoken, being by the 
Counſel commanded not to ſpeak any more in that 
Name, if they had diſobeyed the Power of Go\, and 
obeyed men, you might not have had thac recorded which 
you have. . 

Naw the Apoſtles did own civil Government, 1 hough 
it might have been charged upon them, fur dilobey- 
ing the Counſels command; and they did ſeek the good 
and peace of all men, as we doand have done. 

And becauſe all that dwell upon the Earth ſhould 
worſhip the Beaſt ( as may be read in the udktny 

whole 
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whoſe names are not Witten in the Book of Life, of the 
Lamb (lain fromthe foundation of the World; Yer thoſe 
that had their names in the Lambs Rook oof life, (lain 
from the foundation of the World, though they could 
not worlhip che Beaſt, yer cheſe owned civil Governs 
ment that ke-ps che peace. 

And now he that leadeth into Captivity, muſt not 
he be led into Captivity? And in this was the Faith 
arid Patience of ihe Saints manifeſt, that worſhipped 
Ged, and could not bow to the contrary worlhip ; Now 
ſuch 2s leads into Captivity, and gives riot liberty, but 
grieves and quenches the Spirit of God, and limireth 
the Holy One, theſe bring deſtru&ion upon themſelves. 

For God gaveco Adamand Eve liberty upon the Earth, 
though they tranſgreiled his Command , though they 
did tranſgrefſe his Command the higher Power, and 
loſt their Dominion. 

God gave Carn liberty, that perſecuter in the Earth, 
that kil'd his brother about Religion 3 the Lord gave 
wilde Iſhmael! liberty in the Earth, in the Wildernefle, 
though he mocked and icoffed at che promiſed Seed. 

\ Therefore it is the Patience, and che Wiſdom, and 
the Power of God, that doch recover man out of the 
Tranſgrefſionz for God gives man ſpace to repent, 
though men in thei; fury becur of patience and rhe mind 
of the Lord. 

Though the Woman, the true Church fled inco the 
Wildernefle ( from the Dragon the old Serpent ) as in 
the 12, of the R:v/a710n ) chere ro be fed of God, who 
would have dett:oy - 4 torh her and her man-child, who 
was helped by the E +rrthy, and had a place prepared of 
God ; Now al: thric «tions and praftices are not againft 
the civil Power anc: Government, 

And the wnntfi-s which propheſied in Sack-cloth and 
Alhes, which wer” che two Olive. Trees which bear the Opl 
to annoint th- Nations, and che two Candleſticks which 
bear'd the l:ghr before the God of the whole Earth, who 
were perſecuted and kiled, and made merry o- 
ver, yet thele were never againſt the Higher power (Mark) 

B 2 made 
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made merry over by them that ſent gifts one to ano. 
ther, that had been tormented by their prophecying, 
which were to propheſie, x 2 66. daies in ſackcloth, 

And it was {piritual Sodom and Egypt which kild them, 
and crucified Chriſt, in whoſe {treets their bodies lye, 

Therefore to conſider a}l who profeſles, and hath a 
prof: flion without life and power, which aretobe turned 
away from as the Apoſtle commanded ; and the Beajt anq 
the Dragon ſhould make war with che Saints and over- 
come them, and have power over all kindreds, tongues, 
and Nations. 

But here wes the Faith and Patience of the Saints, he 
that led captive ſhould go into Captivity,and thar he that 
kild wich the Sword ſhould perith by the Sword, ſhewing 
the Saints patience and faith was it by which they over. 
came , which were the true worlhippers of God, and 
not revenging, nor fighting with outward carnal Wea- 
pons for their Religion, for the Apoſtles ſaith, it is nor 
onely given you to believe, but allo to ſuffer perlecu- 
c10n, 

Therefore wo will be to them that doth perſecute their 
brethren aboue their Faith, and about their Worſhip 
and Religion, forhe1is not out of the way of Cain, who 
was a Vagabond out of the love of God, and out of the 
Law and the Prophets ; and not in the love which en- 
vies not, and thinks no evil, and is not provoked; For 
thep=that think evil and are provoked, are out of cli(s 
love of God, and the Apoſtles Do&rine allo, they are 
our of the. Law and the Prophets, which is todo to all 
men as they would have others to doto them. 

Again, .they that will perſecute about Religion, muſt 
needs be ſuch that would have power over mens faich, 
which 1s contrary to the Apoſtles Do@&rine; who aid, 
they had not power over mens faith, and whatſoever is 
not of Faith is {in ; and therefore co bring any man or 
people by force, contrary to their meaſure and gift of 
faich, 15 ro brirgchem in lin, and to uneſtabliſh them, 
for it is the faith which doth eſtabliſh, 

And fo what 1s of Faith, is not againſt the Higher powey 

that 
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that keeps the peace, for-the Higher jower which God 
hath ordained, goes over all tranſgreflors, and is a 
terrour to the evil doer, who aKeth contrary to the Po- 
wer and Spirit of God in themſelves; and is a praiſe to 
them that do well, which are Icd by the Power and <pi- 
11tr of Godin chemlelves, our and from the evil, {in and 
tranſgrefſiion, and for fuch the Law was not ordained, 

Now the conſciences of the weak faith the Apoſtle, 
muſt not be emboldened for to do ſuch things which an- 
other doth, . which they have notliberty in themſelves to 
do, leaft the coniciences of the weak be wounded, and lo 
they periſh through anothers knowledge for whom 
Chriſt hath died. 

Now this was not called nor looked nyon by the Apo- 

letobe true Wiſdom, nor good Judgement ; for when 
ye lin againſt yuur brechren, you wound their conſci- 
ences, ſo you t1n againſt Chrilt, 

So chat is a lin againſt Chriſt concluded which wounds 
the conſciences of any, to | ead, .or Teach, or Force, or 
compel any contrary to their conſciences,their weak con- 
ſciences3 this 1 a fin againſt Chriſt, and a bringing peo» 
ple in a periſhing condition, .and co looſe the itate of a 
good conlcience. . 

And likewiſe to lead people contrary to their faith 
(that which 1s not of Faith is lin ) Lead, or Force, or 
Compel contrary to their faich, and if they yield, they 
may come to make Ship-wrack of their faith and a good 
conſcience, and then are they unſerviceable in ehe:r ge- 
neration both ro God and man, 

Therefore huw ofcen was the Teſtimony of the Apo- 
file to keep fatth and a good conſcience, and his exhortati- 
on to the Saints; But how many have mede Ship- wrack of 
both * And who keeps faith and a good conſcience, they 
are nor againſt the Higher power, but are ſubje& cothat for 
conſcience ſake, which punitherh the evil doer; Fer that 
is it which makes diſturbances in the Nations and King- 
comes, and co this Higher power to be ſubject for conſcie 
ence lake, and not for wrath ; for it is the will of Gd, 
which keeps down the evil doer, which makes _——_— 
® 
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of faith and a good conſcience. 

Now a Kings fafery, or an Emperors, or Rulers (afety 
lieth in God, and his proteftion is his Powzr, and that 
which prelerveth- him, is his Wiſdom the wiſdom of 
God, being preſerved in his Spirit to give him true 
knowledge and underitanding, co pur a diff:rence be- 
rwixt the precious and the vile, betwixt ſuch as che Law 
was made for as a terrour to, and ſuch as it was not 
made for, but tro whom itis a praiſe. 

And as couching Religion, it 1s for his Nobility that 
there be. univerial libercy for what people ſozver, let 
chem (peak their minds, lec chere be places and houſes 
ſet forth where every man may (ſpeak his mind, and ' 
judgement, and opinion forth; for the King had better 
let men ſpeak ic- forth, then let it boil in cheir hearts 
and grow to a birth; And thoſe thar are fober men, 
and wiſe men, Miniſters of the Goſpel, ler chem inform 
and inftru& wich meeknefle; for the man of God mult 
be patient, ., with ſpiritual weapons, not with carnal by 
force and compultion, bur with love; And chis is the 
way to overcome, and let him not quench the Spirir, 
nor limit the people. of the Lord, bur {top all ſuch as 
would do ſo, and that would force men to a& contrary 
co their Faith and Conſciences, which is to cominit fin, 
and to che weakning and periſhing of chem, as 2 Ce, 
i. & 

And let him be Few, or Papit, or Turk, or Heathen, 
or Proteſtant , or what ſore ſoever, or ſuch as worſhip 
Sun, or Mon, or Stocks, or Ston:s, let there be places fer 
up where every one may bring forth his ſtrengeh, and 
have free liberty co (peak forth his mind, and judge- 
ment. 

For the Miniftzrs of the Goſpel which have the 
ſpiricual weapons, need not fear none of them all which 
have the ſhield of Faith, the Armour of Light, and 
the breaſt-plate of R'ightceouſnefle, chey are armed Soul- 
diers with ſpiritual weapons , and they need not cry 
out to the Magiſtrates for the oucward ftaffe, 1nd ſword, 
and bag, and Goals, an4 Priſons to help chem, as the 


Jews 
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Jews did againſt the Apoſfles, Help'men of Tſrael, theſe are 
the men that t1:1n the world upſide down. 
But ye never read that ever the Apoſtles or Chriſt did 
cry or meke their complaine toany power of the earth, 


and it was below their Maſters command, Chriſt Jeſus, . 


who had all {'ower in Heaven and Earth given to him, 
why commanded them to love Enemies, and ſo3ll true 
Chrifiiens, and not to perſecute them that were contrary - 
minded to them. 

But thoſe now that profeſſe the Name of Chriſt per- 
ſecute cne another, thele manifeſt that they have bur 
the Form, and not the Power, for if they had the 
Power they would love one anocher, and Enemies al- 
(.; for the Heathen perlecute one another about the 
worſhip of their gods, and the Tirks about the worſhip 
of ther Mahomet, and the Feres about their Law, and 
the Papits about their Exchariſt , and other Ceremo- 
nies 3 And the Proteſtants about outward Ceremo- 
nics judge and perfecure one another, which from 
Chriſt they have no command, but to love one ano- 
ther, and be {wift to hear, and flow to ſpeak, and (low 
to wrath, 

And io they that have gone to perſecute one 2nother, 
they have laid aide the Dofrine of Chriſt Jeſus, ſuch 
as proſefles his Name , for his command is love, love 
one another, love Enemies, and have all men in efteem, 
this is the Dcrine of Chriſt and his Apeftles; and he 
that loves is not eatily provoked, and thinks no evil, 
ner envies not, 2nd he that fulfills the Law and the 
P:ophers doth to all as he-would have them ro do to 
him; and he that doth not 1s cut of the Love which 
doth fulhll the L2w, anc js im the envy, and wrath, 
and out of the Forbear:nce, and r:6t in the Patience, 

Therefore as I tpake vefore, et i! ce be holes arid 
places that all may ſpe-k thr jul) ror, wud let nene 
be perſecutedz3 and JÞr th» Magiltrs c keep the civil 
peace, that people May not _ "tke one atriother, nor 
wrong one anothers perlons, buc tht they ſhajl be pa- 
tient to ſpeak one to another; And chey that be ſpiri- 
tual» 
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tual-minded fatisfie the -". m_ and with meckneſſs 
inſtruft, and convince, and convert, and bring to Re. 
pentance; let them come into them, and bring in the 
ſtrength of their creaſure; let the Miniſters convince, if 
they have che {piritual weapons, ſeeing they will ROtgo 
out to them into thz Nations, to the Jews, and Heathen, 
therefore let there be houles for them co come in amon 
them, for this is noble, where there is patience to hear, 
as Paul ſaid to Feſtus; likewiſe Gamaliel whoſe moderation 
appeared to the Apoſtle co the ſtopping them that woy1q 
have perſecuted them, leaft they (hould be found fighters 
againſt God. 

Therefore Moderation and Temperance and Sobriety 
1s good, but perſecution was ever blind, and (o that doth 
not fore-ice, nor {ee things preſent; And the Apoltles 
command was that they {hou}d not judge one another 
about dayes and meats, but that every one (hould be 
fully perſwaded in his own mind, that was the coun(e] 
of the Apoſtle, which did not fay they ſhould perſe. 
Cute and force about ſuch things, but judged ſuch as 
was compelling the Romans to obſerve ſuch things, both 
Galatians and Romans, and he told them that the King- 
dom of Heaven did not ftand in meat anddrink and 
dayes. 

hd he that in theſe things ſerved Chriſt was ex- 
cepted of God, and approved of men ; therefore the 
were not accepred that did judge one another about 
ſuch things, as meats, drinks, and dayes; and he re- 
bukes their judgemenc and bids them judge this rather, 
that they did not lay a ſtumbling block in one anothers 
way 3 aud this is for all true Chriſtians ro mind. that 
be of the true Faith and Foundation which the Apoſtles 
and Saints were in, in the Primitive times, which minds 
to keep faith and a good Conſcience. 

And Chriſt ſaith, ye are the light of the world, ye are the 
ſalt of the earth, to his Diſciples his Scholars, and he ſaith, 
let your light ſhine before men; Therefore if chey muſt have 
been quenched, and limited, and that the Apoſtles might 
not have ſpoken becauſe they were hiſher-men, and poor 

men, 
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men, but the Prieſts and Doors onely have ſpoken, 
Then had they nor obeyed Chrilts command, and ſpread 
the Truth abroad, their Fathers had not been glori- 
fied, men had not (een their good works, for Heaven 
and Earth muft paſſe away, bur not one jot or tittle of 
his word muſt paſſe till all be fulfilled, 

So except the Righteouſneſſe of the Chriftians ex- 
ceeds the Righteouſneſſe of the Jewes and Phariſees, 
who killed and perſecuted about Religion, they ſhall 
in no wiſe enter into the Kingdom of Heaven, for the 
Righteouſnefle of the Chriſtians is Chriſt Jeſus, whom 
God loves, and ſent into the world, not to condemn 
the world, but that through him they mighc have 
life. 

And furthermore he ſaith to his Diſciples love Enemzes, 
and if you love them that love you again, there is no 
difference betwixt you and Phariſees, for that made 
and makes the difference, to love ſuch as did hatethem, 
and perlecute them. 

And Chriſt came to call finners and blaſphemers to 
Repentance, and did not come to deſtroy mens lives 
bur to fave themz And he rebuked his Diſciples who 
would have had fire come- down from Heaven to con» 
fume thenrt that were contrary to them, and alſo told 
his Diſciples they did not know what Spirit they were 
of. 

Therefore they which know what Spirit they are of, 
comes to the mind of Chriſt which ſaves mens lives, and 
ſeeks not the revenging nor the deſtroying of mens lives, 
but as Chriſt ſaid, Father forgive them they know not 
what they do. 

Therefore they that do revenge themſelves, and doch 
perſecute, and be avenged of others, doth not. do as 
they would be done by, and doth not love Enemies, 
and doth not do the Law and the Prophets, and doth nor 
know what Spirit they are of. 

And Chriſt faith, when ye pray, uſe no vaio repetiti- 
ons as do the Heathen, who kink to be heard through 


much ſpeaking, which many hath ſaid this Prayer in 
_ C 
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Chriſtendom, - but the praQtice 1s wanting, Forgive us our 
debts, (thus they ask God and pray to him whom 
they have tranſgrefſed and finned againſt) as we forgive 
our debts, ſo they will be forgiven as they do forgive; 
Now will not this obliege all men to forgive if chey 
will be forgiven themſelves? which will ſtop all the hands 
of perlecucion. : 

Now where is this prafice in Chriſtendom, men for. 
giving others tranſgreflions as freely as they would have 
the Lord forgive them, and this to beg of God and 
pra&ice, but this hath been often ſaid, but the life is 
wanting, and that is the difference berwixt us and the 
world, the life, and ſuch as talk and doth nov pra- 
Rice. oh 
And this is the cauſe of ſo much ſtrife, debate, and 
revenge, men Cannot forgive, ſo they ſtand bound in 
their fins, they cannot forgive men that treſpaſle a« 
gainft them, though neverthelefle they would be Chri- 
ftians, and, ſay cheſe words with their lips, Forgive 
O Lord as we do forgive them, ( this-is the form of Sa- 
crifice) fo to have God forgive them their treſpaſles 
but as they do forgive other men their treſpaſſes, fo 
by this how many wilfully and wickedly periſh in cheir 
ins. 

If People be forced and driven contrary to their 
own Conſciences,: gift and proportion of Faith, to 
make Ship-wrack of both, they go out of the bounds 
of humanity and courſe of nature into unreaſonable= 
nefſe, and ſetting the whole courſe of nature on fire, 
where all the members are unruly and out of order, 
from the Tongue, Hand, Lip, to the Foot; And it is 
ſaid, the unreaſonable man hath not faith, Therefore 
che way to bring People into unreaſonableneſle, and ro 
ſet the whole courſe of nature on fire, is to bring and 
force to a& contrary. to their own Conſciences, and 
contrary to their meaſure -of faith, and what is not of 
faith is fin; Therefore to keep People in the reaſon« 
ableneſſe, is to Jet them have their faith, and not a& 
contrary to it, nor contrary to a good CC 
; ; ceeps 
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keeps them both in retous Lite if; wid neture in its 
courſe, and their members un 14; 10H, 
Who are in the witdom of Gu that-is pure and gentle 
from above, mind thele chings,

rit, and the fruit of the Spirit is goodnefſe and Righ- 
tcouſnefle; Therefore be you filled with the Spirit, the 
Helmet of Salvation, the Sword of the Spirit, by. which 
you war with all againſt that which cauſeth the en- 


- mity, and by which you are circumciſed, who pur off 


the body of {in and the fleſh that is gotten up by the

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the ſpirit of the Prophets is-{ubje& to the Prophets, fo 
there is unity, and except a man be born of water and 
the ſpirit, he cannot enter into the Kingdom, though 
they may profeſle all the Scripture of the Saints giving 
forth from Geneſis to the Rev.l, in his firſt birth follows 
ing his own ſpirit he ſces nothing; andche Apoſtle ſaith, 
pray alwayes in the ſpirit, by one ſpiric have acceſſe un» 
tothe Father, and quench nor the ſpirit, and 1 will pray 
with the ſpirit and with the underftanding, that all ſup- 
plications, prayers, Interceſſions , giving of thanks be 
made for all men, for Rulers and them that be in Au- 
thority. 

The Spirit helpeth our infirmiries, for we know not 
what welbould pray for as we ought, but the Spirit ic ſelf 
maketh interceſſion for us with groans which cannot be 
uttered, and he that ſearcherth che heart, knoweth what 
is the mind of the ſpirit, becaule he makech interceſſion 
for the Saints according to the will of God, fo to pray 
alwaies in the ſpirit, all ſupplications, and for the Saints ; 
ſothey that pray not in the Spiric cannot intercede to 
God the Father of ſpirits, for it is that which makech 
interceſſion, and helpeth the infirmiry, and the fleſh is 
weak bur the ſpirit 15 ready; And in that which is weak 
lyech the infirnucy, and men know not what they oughc 
tro pray for, but the Spirit which gives chem the under- 
landing in which they are co pray, which makes the in- 
terceſſlion to God, in which people muſt pray alwaies ; 
All Supplication muſt be in che fpirir, and all giving of 
Thanks for all Men, and praying for all Rulers that be 
in Authority, and Supplication forthem, and Prayers 
and Thanks che Spirit lers ſee their mind in, and this 
prayer in the Spiric is acceptable ro God, which makes 
interceſſion to him the Father of ſpirits, according to 
his will 3 For the ſpiric is that which helps che inficmity,

cefſion- to God, neither have they holy hands, but are 
full of wrath and doubting, neither are they Miniſters of

qreat deal of their coverings-taken off by ſuch as 
have been worſe then themſelves, and by Faith 
in the Power of God have many went with aſhes 
on their heads as ſ1gnes among Profeſlors, that 
have been covered, and not with the Spirit of the 
Lord; And they have ſeen a worſe then them- 
ſelves thrown dirt on thctir heads, and covered 
them with dirt and darknefle, amongſt whom 
they went with aſhes on their heads; Therefore 
ling and rejoycei,ye Prophets and Meſlengers of 
the moſt High God, and every one have the Faith 
in your ſelves, that you may meet 1n that, for a 
frithful man abounds with bleſſings, and all the 
Commandements of God are faithful; and the 
Righteous ſaith, My eyes ſha]l be upon the faith- 
ful, and the Lord prelerves the faithful, and a 
faithful man fears Gud 3; Well done ſaith Chriſt 
to the faithful Servant, for thou haſt been faith- 
ful in a few things, I will make thee Ruler over 
much, be faithful in all things to God, and all

the Lord, over that which brought the ſeparation 
from God, and condemnation in uncleanneſl= and 
not pure, they who purifie their hearts by faith 
witneſlethis, and the fruit of faith which works by 
love, and gives victory over the enmity ; ſo fight 
the good fight of faith, which is your ſhield , for 
all they that have made ſhipwrack of it, fight a- 
gain(t it with carnal weapons and ſhields, Canes or 
Clubs; Therefore above all things take the ſhield 
of faith, and put on the breſt-plate of faith, and 
then ſtand with thy ſhield and preſt-plate and hel- 
met of Salvation, which is the power of God, and 
the faith of the Goſpel the power of Ged,and the 
Croſle of Chriſt the power of God, and thy faith 
inthe grace of God which bringeth Salvation, and 
then hold faſt the profeſiion of thy faith , for with- 
out faith it is impoſitble any ſhould pleaſe God, 
for they be not in that which gives victory and ac- 
celle to him, which brings plagues, wrath, woes, 
vengeance 
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vengeance and condemnation, and all their offer- 
ings and erifices God doth not accept, not being 
in the faith that gives acceſs to him, how (hould | 
he receive their ſacrifice, how can they bring them | 
to him, if they benot in that which gives them vi. 
Ctory over that which ſeparates from him, and by | 
which they have aceel(s to him? how ſhould they Þ 
have acceſs to him, and how can they pleaſe God, 
not being in that which gives victory over that | 
which doth diſpleaſe him? the Lord will render | 
to every man a@ording to his faithfulneſs, ſo the | 
preaching of faith which gives the victory and ac. | 
ceſs, in which is the unity and tellowſhip,in which | 
every one ſhall know his breſt-plate and ſhield to 
keep off and fight withal, that which made the (e- 
paration betwixt them and God, through which | 
he ſhall have the victory , and ſo who are come to | 
this,are come tothe hearing of faith, and going on | 
in the way, and on in the victory, on in the unity, 
and are come to the end of the Law, and to the 
hearing of faith, there the ſpirit is received , and 
faith is in the conſcience, and by their faith they 
have peace with God, having victory over that 
that made the ſeparation betwixt them and God, 
and ſo heirs of Righteouſneſs by faith, and are to 
inherit Chriſt Jeſus, Gal, 3.
